RECRUITING OF ALLIED 
FOROES IN CANADA 


For some time past the allied Gov- 
ernments of Poland, the Netherlands 
Belgium and ‘Czechoslovakia, have 
been calling up their own nationals in 
Canada for military service. Foll- 
owing enlistment,, and in most cases 
a breif preliminary training period in 
Canada, groups of recruits have been 
going forward regularly to the United 
Kingdom to join the main formations 
of their own Allied force now on ac- 
tive scrvice overseas, 

Up to the present, recruitment in 
Canada for each of these Allied for- 
ces has been restricted to nationals 
ot the Allied country concerned, Ca- 
nadian nationals and other British 
subjects have not been eligible to 
volunteer for enlistment with these 
Allied forces. From time to time 
however, individual cases have arisen 
where naturalized Canadians former- 
ly of Polish, Norwegian, Netherlands 
Belgium or Czechoslovak nationality 
have sought to volunteer for active 
service with the Allied forces of their 
former country, Further cases have 
arisen. where Canadian nationals of 
dual nationality, i,e., persons who are 
‘both Canadian nationals and nation- 
als of one of these Allied countries, 
have sought admission to an Allied 
force. 

As a result of a recent decision of 
tthe Canadian authorities, however, 
naturalized Canadians who were for. 
merly nationals of one of these Allied 
countries, are now permitted, if they 
so desire to volunteer for service with 
one of the Allied forces. 

It hag also been agreed that pers- 
ons in these two main categories now 
serving with the Canadian armed for- 
ces may be permitted to transfer to 
one of thege Allied forces providing 
such individuals themselves desire to 
be transferred, and providing the 
Commanding Officer of the applicant 
for transfer agrees that such action 
will not adversely affect the Canadian 
war effort. 8 

In future, therefore, such persons, 
who for personal reasons would pre- 
fer to serve with an Allied formation 
with which they may feel more close 
ly associated, willbe eligible to vol- 
unteer for active service-with one of 
these Allied formations.

The problem of maintaining allied 
communications in the Indian ocean 
following. the fall of Singapore is 
now acute, 

It must now be assumed that Jap- 
an will be able to employ both sur- 

face raiders and submarines over 
broad stretches of this vital body of 
water, and that she will be able to do 
80 from bases even more convenient 
than thoge she now holds. i 
This will threaten not only com- 
munications with India, Australia 
and China but also those between the 
middle cast war theatre and sources 
of supplies in the United States and 
Britain. 

The problem is how to reduce these 
raiding operations to a minimum un- 
til that happy day when restored, re- 
inforced American and British sea- 
power will make it possible for the 
allies to assume the offensive. / 

Lines of communication which 
must be protected with the limited 
means now at the allies command are 
astronomical in length. 

‘British and American supplies in 
the near east must traverse 3,500 
miles of Indian ocean between the! 
Cape of Good Hope and the Red sea; 
supplier to China coming from the 
west across 6,400 miles of Idian o- 
ean; and those from the southeast, 
3,500 miles.
